It 
is learned one of the causes which con- 
tributed to the suicidal act of the hunted 
dictator was the fear expressed ‘by Senor 
Urriburia, the Argentine minister, that 
the people would attack the legation if 
they discovered Balmaceda. sheltered 
there. The nervousness of Senor Urri- 
buria seems to have been impressed 
upon the ex-president’s mind in many 
talks they had _ while Balmaceda 
was hidden in the _ legation. It 
apparently formed the _ subject of 
their animated conversation on last 
Friday night after the Argentine minis- 
ter had returned from the theater. 
With this idea uppermost in his mind 
the unfortunate dictator retired for the 
night. He must have, carefully consid- 
ered the subject before arriving at the 
firm determination to end his misery by 
self-destruction. 

New York, Sept. 21—Except for the 
outbreak among the troops, Santiago is 
now in amuch quieter mood.

_Liverroon, Sept. 21.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] A hurricane swept 
over the River Mersey today, doing con- 
siderable damage to shipping. The 
Berwick life boat went out twice to the 


Danish schooner Freys and the schooner - 


Aukathor. _ Both vessels were wrecked, 
but the crews, with the exception of 


| one seaman, were saved with the aid of 


the rocket apparatus. Thé navigation 
of the Tweed is dangerous on account of 
floating trees and wreckage. 

Heavy floods prevail in the Edinburgh 
district. The railway bridges at Penic- 
nick and in the Esk districts have col- 
lapsed and traffic is interrupted. The 
gale has caused immense damage in the 
Highlands. 

‘The swelling of the Gala River in 
Scotland has flooded the valley for six- 
teen miles. The waters have invaded 
the low-lying streets in Galashiels. 
Two bridges have been destroyed and 
others made unsafe. Railway commu- 
nition with Edinburgh and Peebles has 
been stopped. One man is reported 
drowned. AtAberdeen the rain -con- 
tinuedto fall for thirty-six hours. A 
lad was drowned and his body carried 
two miles by the flood. Trains which 
started from Edinburgh for Galashiels 
and London were obliged to return. 
The millsare flooded at Galashiels. A 
large number of sheep have been 
drowned.

A ago Secretary 
Tracy remarked ‘If the American mis 
sions and American citizensin China 
are to rely on gunboats fortheir pro- 
tection, rather than on the Chines> 
government, our fleet in those waters 
must be very largely increased.’’

Regular Reports of Officers and Com- 
Mittees Presented. 


The Broadway Opening Takes an En-

The draft of an ordinance making ita

Councilman Summerland vigorously 
objected to the ordinance on the 
ground that it imposed an unnecessary 
tax upon poor people by compelling 
them to purchase specific galvanized 
vessels when the character of the re- 
ceptacles they now use answer every 
purpose. He thought it might be a wise 
provision to apply the ordinance to the 
center of the city where-there are 
many hotels and restaurants, but it cer- 
tainly could not with any. sound sense 
be enforced 1n the residence quarters, 
especially that part occupied by the 
poorer class of small families. He also 
called attention to the singularly severe 
penalties provided for the offenpe, and 


. predicted it would become an addition 


to the many present dead-letter ordin-

STREET SUPLRINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

The Street Superintendent presented 
alengthy report, the various recom- 
mendations being referred to the proper 
committees. The Superintendent asks 
for a bridge man and carpenter, and re- 
ports as follows on the condition of the 
bridges: 

By the report made to me by Mr. Mundell, 
who has looked after the bridges for some 
time, I take the following: ‘I findthe floor, 
of the Ninth-street bridge is in a very bad 
condition. There should be a new floor laid 
on this bridge for the entire length which 
is 315 feet by 18 feetin width. It will re- 
quire 16,490 feet of 3-inch lumber for this 
work, but I find upon investigation that by 
carefully sorting the old lumber I may be 
able to find enough good lumber to relay 
about 50 feet. 

“The Seventh-street bridge is in about the 
same condition and requires a new floor of 
2-inch lumber which will put it in first-class 
condition. The length of the bridge takes 
12,240 feet of lumber to make the improve. 
ment, The bridge is a source of great an- 
noyanceas it requires one or two men 
making repairs at least once in every week. 

“I find the Aliso-street bridge with fully 
one-third of the floor in very bad condition, 
It keeps me constantly repairing this 
bridge. The bridge is 310 feet in length 
and 20 feet wide, requiring 12,400 feet of 
2-inch lumber to put the bridge in a safe 
condition. 

“The Macy-street bridge should have a 
new floor. The bridge is 205 feet in length 
and 26 feetin width and will require 10,- 
660 feet of 2-inch lumber. 

“I consider all the other bridges as being 
in fair condition and able to withstand the 
winter, excepting the Hollenbeck Arroyo 
bridge and the Summit-avenue bridge, 
which Ihave time and again reported as 
absolutely unsafe. 

“I trust your honorable body will take 
some action inthis matter before winter is 
upon us, and eitherinstruct this department 
to have the necessary repairs made or 
award the contract to have it done.”’ 

MISCELLANEOUS REPORTS. 

The Finance Committee’s report, as 
published in Tue Times yesterday morn- 
ing, was adopted as read, and the ac- 
companying demands approved in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations of 
said committee. 

The report ofthe City Engineer, pre- 
senting ordinances of intention to 
change the grade of Ficket street, be- 
tween Michigan and Brooklyn avenues; 
to grade, gravel and sidewalk (cement 
four feet) Pink street from Beaudry 
avenueto Toluca street, under the bond 
act: to establish the grade of Court 
street, from Figueroa to Lakeshore ave- 
nue; to grade and gravel Sixth and 
Wilde streets, from Alameda to. Wolf- 
skill avenue, and Wolfskill avenue from 
Sixth to Wilde streets, was received 
and the accompanying ordinances 
adopted.

petition was granted, but just in what man- 
ner Pico closed the same I have been unable 
to ascertain. In 1871 the City Council 
erected a fire-engine house upon this strip, 


- and the same remained there many years. 


At the same time the city and county sold 
the lot to Phillips they sold the ‘whole lot, 
including the so-called alley or strip. __ 

I do not think that the vacant space 
spoken of by Pico as a lane or alle y was 


ever dedicated as a public alley, and have - 


been unable to find that any one sospoke of it 
except Pico. The city evidently did not re- 

pe it asan alley, as it erected an engine 

Ouse there, and afterward sold it to 

Phillips. It may be that a complete ab- 
stract would give additional facts, but I am 
of the opinion from what I have learned.

Dr. J. P. Widney on the Colorado 
Desert, 

The two articles of Dr. J. P. Widney 
on the Colorado Desert, the first of 
which (reprinted from the Overland 
Monthly of January; 1873) appeared 
in Tur Times last Sunday, and the sec- 


ond, written in the light of recent 
events, was published in Tus Times 


vesterday, are altogether the most 
thorough and valuabie contributions on 
the subject which have been presented. 
Nearly nineteen years ago Dr. Widney 
predicted the overflow of the desert as 
we have recently seen it in the forma- 
tion of Salton Lake, and specified the 


causes which would lead to that result—_ 


the gradual raising of the bed of the Col- 
orado River by the deposit of detritus 
and the breaking away of it bafiks 
in times of high water. It is to 
Dr. Widney and not to Dr. Wozencraft, 
as has been popularly supposed, that the 
credit belongs of first seriously broach- 
ing the subject of flooding the desert asa 
scientific problem: Dr. Wozencraft had 
a ‘strictly business’’ projectin view in 
trying to ebtain concessions from the 
Goverpment which would enable kim to 


irrigate and reclaim a large body of. 


land atthe southern end of the desert. 

Dr. Widney favors the idea already 
presented in. these columns, that the 
presence of Salton Lake onthe desert 
has. had something to do with ‘the un- 
usual humid heat to which we have been 
treated intermittently during the latter 
part of thissummer. He thinks that if 
the desert were flooded permanently, it 
would have a decided effect on our cli- 


j Mate andweuld revolutionize matters en. 
tirely at present and in the future. . The 


parallel cases of abandoned seas and 
present deserts in northern Africa, in 
the transcaspian region of central Asia, 
and in the interior of Australia, which 
Dr. Widney cites, serve to increase the 
interest in the problem -and show it in 
fact to be of world-wide imvortance. 

Those who have followed the recent 
discussions on the Salton Sea will find 
that their education is far from com- 
plete unless they read carefully Dr. 
Widney’s articles.

joying @fself. The play was A Gold Mine, 
the joint production of George H. Jessup

It is acomedy of dialogue written around 
Mr. Goodwin in whom all the interest is 
made to center. While he is on the stage 
the audience is interested, amused and ap- 
preciative to” the point of applauding 


the slightest joke, the mildest | witti- 
cism of the comedian. with an en- 
thusiasm that to an unprejudiced ob- 


server might seem hardly warranted by 
the occasion. But, then, Goodwin is very 
funny, and he has a way of apparently 
taking the audience into his confidence 
whenheis getting off his clever things 
that make them doubly amusing. His fa 
miliarities and easy nonchalance seem to 
take even his ‘companion players” by sur- 
prise at times, He certainly deserves 
credit for representing an American on the 
stage who is not distinguished by 
any of the coarse’ characteristics that 
so commonly goto make up the regular 
stage type.

Comparisons Between Eastern and 
Local Retail Markets. 


Six Here—The Effects of a Close 
Monopoly—Outrageous 
Extortion. 


The article published in Tne Times 
yesterday morning on the ‘Price of 
Sugar,’’ showing how the price of that 
commodity of general consumption was 
kept up out of all proportion to eastern 
prices, on this Coast, must have been 
very generally read, judging from the 
responses received. . 

Among other communications  re- 
ceived was one containing a number of 
advertisements clipped from Chicago 
papers, showing that leading retail 
houses in that city sell granulated sugar 
for 8 cents, ¢@and even less, 
sugar at 
Of course these offers are made as ad- 
vertisements forthe purpose of drawing 
trade, ‘leaders’? in fact, but the fact 
remains that the consumer in California 
is taxed 2 to 8 cents on every pound of 
sugar that he consumes, which should 
remain in the pockets of the people. - 

Another communication calls atten- 
tion to the fact that as soon as the duty 
was taken off sugar-the eastern con- 
whereas onthis Coast the price has re- 
mained just the same. 

The statement is also made that but 
three wholesale houses in Los Angeles 
can purchase sugar in carload lots from 
the Chino factory—for what. reason is 
not stated.

Kighth round: Woods was sent to the 
ground twice with a right swing as the 
round closed. The ninth opened with 
Davis chasing Woods around the ring on 
arun, Woods hiding his face and Davis 
landing his right on the back of his neck. 


He suddenly retaliated with his right on _ 


the jaw, dazing Davis fora minute. The 
men then slogged each other. at close 
range until both were groggy, hammer- 
ing each other about the head, Woods 
with half-arm drives and Davis upper 
cutting with his right. Woods caught 
him as the gong sounded and Davis went 
down and was carried to his corner. 

In the tenth round Davis recovered 
quickly and rushed Woods about the

is not necessary to convince minds that 
Mr. Barton at least has a nodding ac- 
quaintance with truth. 

A queer region is.Death Valley, and 
the discriminating Forty-niners who 
had a nice sense of the fitness of names 
made no mistake in christening the 
sink of the Amargosa River. The val- 
ley isinthe county of Inyo, between 
the Panamint Mountains and the Amar- 
gosa Range, and it is there that the 
Amargosa River is swallowed up and for- 
ever after lost to sight. In the deepest 


part the bed lies 150 feet below the 


level of the sea, and the rocky walls on 
either side rise 1500 feet above its level. 

The entire valley is a desert, the air 
excessively dry and suffocatingly hot. 


No man has ever explored its area, for 


the reason that it is impossible to SUSs-. 
tain life long enough to traverve its 


awful waste, which is eight miles, wide 


and forty miles long. The air is poison- 


ous as well as intensely hot, the ther-- 


mometer exposed to its influence 
often showing a temperature ,of 
125+ deg. It was while attempt- 
ing an exploration of this valley 


—with the thermometer 115 deg. at 
midnight—that Mr. Barton and his 
party were showered by boiling water, 
and escaped scalding only by . getting 
under close camp cover. Death Valley. 
is one of the best places in the world to 
avoid, and it is difficult to surmise what

The appraisers appointed to make an 
estimate of the marketable value of the 
Chilean steamship Itata and her cargo 
of 2000 cases ofarms and ammunition, 
presented their reports to Judge Ross in 
the United States District Court yester- 


_day morning, the amount agreed upon 
in each case being $60,000. The Court | 


thereupon ordered the vessel released 
upon bonds in double the amount of the 
appraisements, the same to be approved 
in open court. 

Hon, S. M, White, one of the proc- 
tors for the claimants of the vessel, 
took occasion to denounce the action of 
the United States Attorney in violating. 
the most sacred pledge an attorney 
could make, a stipulation that the ves- 
sel should be released : upon bonds, the 
amount of which, it had been agreed, 
should be determined by the report of 


unbiased appraisers appointed by the 
.-Court for the purpose. 


The United 
States Attorney had allowed his clients 
to go toa great deal of expense in this 
matter, and had, in spite of the stipu- 
lation, taken advantage of the other 
side, and had used every means in his 
power to prevent the vessel's release. 

Counsel for the defense in the case 
against. Richard L. Trumbull, George 
A. Burt and Capt. O’Farrell then 
moved the court fora speedy trial of 
their clients, which was of course op- 
posed by the attorneys for the govern- 
ment, on the ground that they could 
not possibly get their witnesses here 
for sothe time. The matter was finally 
settled by the Court, who set october 
20, next asthe date for the hearing of 
this case. 

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 

Eight opinions were received from 
headquarters yesterday for filing in this 
city by Deputy Clerk Ashmore of the 
Supreme Court. 

In the case of the People (respondent) 
vs. Los Angeles Electric Railway Com- 
pany, (appelant), an action to disfran- 
chise the defendantfrom all rights ac- 
quired under a municipal ordinance 
passed on January 28, 1886, judgment 


. is reversed, with directions to the Court 
below to sustain the demurrer to the 


complaint. In the complaint two causes 
of action were seperately stated; the 


first being based on the _ theory 
that the law does = not’ permit 
any incorporated city or town 
in this State to grant author- 


individual or corpora- 
tion to lay, railroad tracks \through the 
“streets or,.pwblic highways of such town 

or-city whereupon cars can be; propelted | 
“by the force of electric power. 

The second rests upon the ground that 
if defendant had the right t to do so, it 
nae forfeited that right by its failure to 

mplete the road within three years 
‘the-date-of the ordinance granting’ 
the right-of-way to construct said road 
as prescribed by the Civil Code. _ 

Since the appeal was taken the Legis- 
lature of this State, says the Supreme 
Court, ha’ passed two acts which have 
an bearing on this case. By 
one of these acts, sec. 497 of the Civil 
Code is so amended as to invest 
municipal corporations with the power 
to grant a right to propel cars by elec- 
tricity upon railroad tracks through 
streets and public highways. By the 
other, ordinances passed prior to the 
passage of said act by anv municipality 
giving such authority are confirmed, 
ratified and made valid. 

In this case there has not been any 
final adjudication of forfeiture, says 
the Court. Therefore the act ratifying 
and confirming the ordinance granting 
the franchise to the defendant is not an 
act remitting a forfeiure, but is, in our 
opinion, an act waiving a forfeiture. It 
certainly is an act showing an intention 


on the part of the State that the fran- 


chise shall continue in existence, and 
such an act will be considered an abso- 
~Tute waiver of any existing right to en- 
force a forfeiture of defendant’ s fran- 
chise. 

As to the other question presented in 


the second cause of action, the Court | 


says: ‘It does not appear that at the 
date of the commencement of this ac- 
tion the time fixed for the completion 
of the railroad had expired. The com- 
plaint does not state when the work 


was commenced, and, as we construe |:
